REMARKS 

Entry of the amendment and reconsideration of the application are respectfully 
requested. After entry of the amendment, claims 1 -32, 40, 41 and 44-89 will be 
pending. Claims 52 and 74 have been amended to indicate that the monoclonal 
antibody is humanized N901 or C242 and the fragment of said monoclonal antibody is a 
fragment of humanized N901 or humanized C242. Moreover, claims 53 and 75 have 
been amended to indicate that the fragment of the recited monoclonal antibody is Fv, 
Fab, Fab' or F(ab') 2 . Such amendments are fully supported in the application, and in 
the claims as drafted. Claims 50, 51 , 72 and 73 have been amended to indicate that 
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
